Currently, 
Claims 1-14 are pending in the application. Claims 1, 2, 5, 13, and 14 have been examined and 
stand rejected. Reconsideration of Claims 1, 2, 5, 13, and 14 is respectfully requested. 
The Rejection of Claims 1. 2. 5. 13. and 14 Under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 13, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Desimone et al. (U.S. Patent No. 2,399,991). 

For a reference to be anticipatory, the reference must exactly describe the claimed 
invention. Applicant understands that the Examiner is relying on the principles of inherency to 
show that Claim 1 is fully met by the Desimone et al. patent. 

The burden to show inherency on the part of the Examiner is high, as explained in the 
following passages. 

The fact that a certain result or characteristic may occur or be present in the prior art is 
not sufficient to establish the inherency of that result or characteristic. In re Rijckaert, 9 F.3d 
1531, 1534, 28U.S.P.Q.2d 1955, 1957 (Fed. Cir. 1993); M.P.E.P. §2112.IV., p. 2100-57, 
Rev. 3, August 2005.
